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U.S. Marshals and Portland Police Arrest Driver in Murder Case 

 
                   
Portland, OR- On November 16th, at approximately 2:20 PM, Adam Farouk Mikhail, 24 
year-old white male, was arrested for the charge of murder by members of the U.S. 
Marshals Oregon Fugitive Task Force.  Mikhail was arrested without incident as he left 
his residence in the 9800 block of N.E. Glisan St.  Mikhail was lodged at the Multnomah 
County Jail. 
 
The shooting occurred on November 7, 2007, at SE Division Street and SE 101st 
Avenue.  Christopher Blackwell was recently arrested and is the primary suspect in the 
shooting homicide of a Portland driver, 31 year-old John William Stewart.  
 
Adam Mikhail was identified as the driver of the vehicle that pulled alongside Stewart’s 
vehicle during which time several shots were fired.  Stewart died from a gunshot wound 
to his torso.   
 
The U.S. Marshals Oregon Fugitive Task Force is comprised of investigators from the 
U.S. Marshals Service, Portland Police Bureau, Oregon State Police, Washington 
County Sheriff’s Office, Multnomah County Probation & Parole, Clackamas County 
Probation & Parole, and the Oregon National Guard.
